NEW YORK, Oct. 25 (UPI)— 
to pay the United Nations an in- 
come tax presented a check for

The 34 residents of Princeton, 
N.J., agreed to give the United 
Nations 1 per cent of their de- 
clared taxable incomes for 1959 
as an expression of their sup- 
port.

This was 70 short of the neces- 
Sary 277 but it was the biggest 
total massed thus far against the 
vovernment of Premier Debre 
on a censure vote in the 552-seat 
Assembly. There was no an- 
nouncement of the total of the 
votes against the motion, or of 
the abstentions, which were 
classified in the Government's 
favor. 

The opposition mustered 109 
votes for censure in November 
on the 1960 budget. In May 
there were 122 votes for a cen- 


gure motion on a farming bill. | 


This time the issue was the 
military budget which included 
$1,200,000,000 for initial develop- 
ment of a nuclear striking force 
through 1964. 


The fact that censure took the 
place of a vote on the bill 
caused many deputies to avoid 
expressing their opposition. Had 
the motion won, Debre could 
have been overthrown. De 
Gaulle, whose own. job was not 
at stake, probably would have 
called for new _ parliamentary 
elections or a referendum. 

The bill now goes to the Sen- 
ate, where it is expected to get 
further criticism, and finally 
back to the Assembly, where the 
mood is unlikely to change.

Dr. Douglass formerly was 
pastor of Pilgrim Congregation- 
al Church in St. Louis. 

He termed the 400-year record 
of Roman Catholicism in Puerto 
Ri¢éo an effort ‘“‘to compel the 
people to serve the church 
rather than asking how the 
church can serve the people, 
after the manner of Christ.’’ 

In ‘Morristown, N.J., Robert 
Kennedy said he thinks “‘it is 
wrong for any clergy to tell an 
individual how to vote or to tell 
an individual how not to vote.”’ 

Kennedy is the brother of 
Democratic presidential candi- 
date John F. Kennedy.

Economic growth was discussed 
at some length in the two major 
party conventions and it received 
emphasis in the party platforms. 

It has received much attention 
from the presidential candidates. 

One of the best indices of eco- 
nomic activity is,the gross national 
product, the value of all goods pro- 
duced and services rendered, more 
familiarly known as the G.N.P. 

During the 20-year period from 
1933-1953 there was an increase in 
G.N.P. of $309,400,000,000, an aver- 
age increase of 27144 per cent a 
year, totaling 553 per cent. 

During the six-year period 1953- 
1959 there was an increase in 
G.N.P. of $114,100,900,000 or 33 per 
cent—averaging 5 per cent a year. 

The great burst came during the 
war years. We produced even more 
of the necessities in addition to all 
the military supplies. 

From 1953 through 1959 there has 
been a slowdown in our economic 
growth in many areas. While there 
has been an increase in total eco- 
nomic activity the rate of increase 
was much slower than during the 
1933-1953 period. 

No one is suggesting that we 
should have a war in order to in- 
crease our economic.activity. If 
we can harness our economic forces 
during a national emergency such 
as war we should be able with 
some planning and foresight to do 
the same for constructive purposes. 

We cannot meet the problems of 
the *60s with a slow economic 
growth to provide suitable housing, 
slum clearance, education, medical 
services for the aged and adequate 
recreational facilities for all. We 
must organize our production ca- 
pacity so that it operates at all 
times at a high level. 

Only by being strong at home can 
we continue to be a great nation. 
And we can become a great nation 
only by providing opportunities for 
every individual to become the fin- 
est human being he is capable of 
becoming.

For 
the last six years, since Canada stymied United 
States plans to build the interhational Libby 
dam and reservoir, it has been critical. Yet 
the delegates from the two countries were 
appointed only nine months ago. They made 
their report just in time to. give Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon a hand with the Pacific Northwest 
vote by trving to take some of the curse off 
of the Eisenhower Administration’s listless 
resource-development policies. 


There is welcome substance, nevertheless, 
to these memoranda of elements for a treaty. 
They open up the way to realization of the 
vast potential of one of the richest valleys in 
the world, embracing nearly all of Idaho, most 
of Washington and Oregon, western Montana, 
bits of Wyoming, Utah and Nevada, and, on 
the Canadian side, the province of British 
Columbia.

They envision a program in which the two 
governments will spend more than a billion 
dollars. The United States will save more 
than $300,000,000 by comparison with the 
cost of going it alone. It will gain from Cana- 


dian water storage an enhancement of power. 


production at plants on the United States side 
equal to the output of four Bonneville dams. 

Basically, what the negotiators have achieved 
is a system for sharing the benefits of the 
Columbia River system equitably between the 
two countries. The United States will pay 
Canada, in money or in electric power, for 
power produced at U.S. dams as a result 
of Canadian storage, and for flood control 
benefits from water pooled on the Canadian 
side. 

These will be complicated transactions, and 
we do not expect them to be accomplished 
without trial and error, accompanied some- 
times by complaints and imprecations. 

On the whole, we think the equities pro- 
posed by the negotiators. are fundamentally 
right. There is one point the Senate will 
want to go into with considerable care, and 
that is the apparent determination of the 
Administration to write its “partnership poli- 
cy” into the proposed treaty. 

~ - - 


At a minimum, Congress should stipulate 
that privately constructed and operated proj- 
ects will be admitted to the benefits of the 
treaty only if they make the fullest possible 
use of natural resources. 


In mapping his strategy to get the treaty 
through the Senate before he goes out of of- 
fice in January, we suspect the President is 
over-optimistic. It is too important, there is 
too much at stake, for hurry. 

At the same time, the hour is already late, 
and it will be good to have the President 
prodding the Senate for action. 

If the proposed treaty is enacted after Mr. 
Eisenhower steps out of office the credit will 
still belong to his Administration. It will be 
a great day when the Canadian and United 
states Governments can roll up their shirt- 
sleeves and really go to work in the valley of 
the Columbia. When they do, there will be 
enough credit to reach all the way from Wash- 
ington to Ottawa. 


Kennedy Wins a Point 


_ The campaign controversy over the ques- 
tion of whether the prestige of the United 
States abroad is rising or falling should be 
crystallized with Monday’s disclosure by the 
Columbia Broadcasting System. CBS reported 
that a recent secret study of the United States 
Information Agency shows “overwhelming be- 
lief” abroad that the Soviet Union will be 
militarily stronger than the United States by 
1970. 

This raises a question or two. In the Nixon- 
Kennedy radio-television debate Friday Sena- 
tor Kennedy, whose thesis has been that 
American prestige is declining, said: 


“The State Department polls on our pres- 
tige and influence around the world have 
shown such a sharp drop that up to now the 
state Department has been unwilling to re- 
lease them; and yet they were polled by 
the USIA.” 


Asked whether he was aware of the exist- 
ence of such a report, Mr. Nixon said: 


“T naturally am aware of it . the facts 
simply aren’t as stated. First of all, the re- 
port to which Senator Kennedy refers is one 
that was made many, many months ago and 
related particularly to the period immediate- 
ly after Sputnik (in 1957).” 


CBS said the rgport was dated Aug. 29, 
1960, It is the report that Senator Fulbright 
of Arkansas, chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, has been demanding 
from the State Department. It is obviously 
the report Senator Kennedy has been talking 
about. 


Voters can conclude from Mr. Nixon’s com- 
ment either that he is not mformed about 
what the Government is doing in an area 
that has figured prominently in the campaign, 
or that ha,knew of the report and hoped it 
would not become public until after the elec- 
tion. Neither conclusion adds to Mr. Nixon’s 
stature. 


Shabby Communist Threat 


Soviet Russia and its puppets in the 
United Nations have announced that they 
will not pay their'share of the estimated 
$150,000,000 to $200,000,000 cost of the U.N. 
operations in The Congo. This is another 
Communist pressure device calculated to har- 
ass Secretary General Hammarskjold. Yet if 
carried out, it will hurt the U.N. directly and 
Mr. Hammarskjold only indirectly, if at all. 

It is, in fact, a way of saying that the Com- 
munists intend to punish the other members 
of the U.N. because they did not join the ven- 
detta against the Secretary General and vote 
him out of his job. In a way, it is as childish 
as the threat of a little boy to go home with 
his ball because he was not allowed to pitch. 

Unfair as were the Communist charges of 
“colonialism” against an able man who dis- 
tinguished himself in an extremely difficult 
situation, they were heard and rejected. As 
members of an organization which makes 
judgments by major#y vote, the Communists 
are under a moral and legal obligation to ac- 
cept those judgments and to meet their obli- 
gations. The U.Nwould become meaning- 
ingless if it were supported only if and when 


it meets the demands of a member government. 
This is so elementary that it must be clear 
to all that the threat of withholding payments 


is just a crass device to keep alive an issue—. 


and a false one at that—which already has 
been disposed of. Undoubtedly it will make 
it more clear than ever—especially to the 
newer members of the U.N.—how self-serving 
Communist tactics are. The U.N. certainly 
should use the devices at its command to col- 
lect a just debt. 


For Attorney General 


In this campaign the State of Missouri has 
come to know Thomas F. Eagleton as St. Louis 
knows him—as an unusual public official 
whose record strongly commends him for the 
post of Attorney General. 


Missouri learned about Mr. Eagleton in his 
hard-fought. primary campaign. He won the 
Democratic nomination largely on a tide of 
metropolitan St. Louis votes. These votes, 
from citizens who then knew him best, sug- 
gest the confidence he has won in four years 
as St. Louis Circuit Attorney. 


In that office, which he entered four’years 
ago at the age of 27, he has directed a staff 
of 40 persons. He has made a successful rec- 
ord as a prosecutor, and reduced the »ack- 
log of cases on the criminal docket. He has 
won judicial praise and public.approval. And 
he campaigned for state criminal code re- 
forms well before he began campaigning for 
state-wide office. 

Though Mr. Eagleton has been a strong law 
enforcement officer, he deserves equal con- 
sideration for the attention he has shown to 
justice and the rights of citizens. Recently 
he accepted a plea of guilty on a reduced 
charge from Dr. James McCaffery, former 
School Board member, rather than insisting 
on a felony charge which might have cost the 
defendant his dentistry license and livelihood. 
Mr. Eagleton believed such punishment would 
have been extreme. We agree. 

He has not been afraid of unpopular or 
controversial issues: Mr. Eagleton alone of 
those at a state prosecutors’ convention op- 
posed legalized wiretapping. In response to 
questions from citizens of his own Catholic 
faith, he stated that he thought use of public 
funds for parochial school transportation 
would be illegal under the Missouri Constitu- 
tion. Mr. Eagleton’s devotion to civil liber- 
ties as a prosecutor recalls the late Senator 
Thomas C. Hennings, who also served as Cir: 
cuit Attorney and carried his work for the 
Bill of Rights to Washington. Mr. Eagleton’s 
firm stand on the fundamentals of our law 
speaks well for a man seeking the state’s 
highest legal office..- 


- His Republican opponent is Donald J. Stohr, 
also a St. Louisan and an attorney. Mr. Stohr 
is 26 years old and is without experience in 
public office. He had no opposition in the 
primary. Mr. Stohr deserves credit for fill- 
ing a gap in the Republican ticket but has 
had insufficient opportunity to make himself 
known to Missouri. 

Mr. Eagleton, in our opinion, offers this 
state intelligence, experience and sound con- 
victions—and the hopeful prospect of fresh 
leadership in Jefferson City. He should be 
elected Attorney General. 


The Ordeal of Waiting 


So much time necessarily goes into the 
planning of a major urban redevelopment— 
accompanied, of course, by talking and dream- 
ing — that expectation becomes impatience. 
Enthusiasm returns with the first positive step 
toward the realization of the plan. . So it has 
been with the 71-block Kosciusko project. Now 
that the Land Clearance Authority is receiving 
bids on Nov. 23 for demolition of buildings on 
seven tracts in the area, there is renewed 
assurance that another section of St: Louis 
will be transformed. Nobody wants slipshod 
planning or ill-considered decisions, yet it 
sometimes seems that especially the federal 
agencies involved might speed up their rou- 
tines. The Land Clearance Authority is eager 
enough to get on with its work. 


A Dip Is Not Growth 


The decline in the estimated annual rate 
of the nation’s output of goods and services 
in the third quarter, compared with the pre- 
vious three months, is not large enough to 
be in itself seriously alarming. It does bear 
out the report of economists to the Business 
Advisory Council that the United States is 
entering a mild recession, one which the ex- 
perts hope will be short-lived. There is no 
cause for storm warnings. Yet it is worth re- 
membering that the extent of a decline de- 
pends on how it is met. 

For the July-September quarter, the annual 
rate of the gross national product was esti- 
mated as 503 billion dollars, two. billions 
under the estimate in the previous quarter, 
but more than 21 billions above the figure 
for the same quarter last year. This does 
suggest probable growth for the full year. But 
the question is whether the rate of growth is 
high enough for the economy to meet the de- 
mands of an expanding population, not to 
mention international security and the gov- 
ernmental area of social welfare. 

Declines in the quarter were noted in con- 
sumer spending and private investment. Such 
retrenchments generally reflect a note of 
caution, as does an increase in savings. Since 
the declines in the private sector were largely 
offset by increased governmental expendi- 
tures, no serious imbalance developed. It is 
nevertheless necessary to recognize that a de- 
cline, even if short-lived, is not desirable. 


Those Who Do Not Bother 


The expected increase of 5,000,000 in the 
number of votes to be cast in the November 
election over the number cast in 1956 should 
occasion little surprise. The population is 
growing at a fast clip—180,402,000 as of 
Sept. 1, or an increase of 2,831,000 over the 
same date in 1959. But there still should be 
concern over the proportion of eligible per- 
sons who will cast ballots. The estimate is 
that there will be 67,000,000 votes Nov. 8 out 
of 84,000,000 eligibles. That is not much 
better than 75 per cent of the electorate. 
There are actually about 107,000,000 persons 
of voting age. Some cannot vote for various 
reasons. But many simply are not registered. 
Those millions who have not bothered to reg- 
ister, and those millions who are registered 
and do not bother to vote, will have no legiti- 
mate complaint if the election next month 
fails to please them. They will have been 
derelict in a principal duty,

A tragic and unexpected thing hap- 
pened during this controversy. The 
Supreme Court found itself deserted in 
the hour of challenge by most of the 
liberal spokesmen who had regarded 
its decisions as master strokes of free- 
dom. The most charitable excuse for 
this vacation from the barricades is 
that these liberals never had under- 
stood the data embodied into’the bill to 
limit the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court. 

With his knowledge of currents of 
congressional opinion Senator Hen- 
nings never allowed his judgments to 
be flattered by any such complacent 
delusion. Alone among the friends of 
the Supreme Court he stood in the 
breach and held it with gallant forti- 
tude until the forces of liberalism in 
the country rallied their strength to 
overwhelm the Jenner-Butler bill. 


Had he done nothing else in his 19 
years as a Senator, this one achieve- 
ment would have given Senator Hen- 
nings an enduring renown as a master 
of debate and legislative skill. He has 
many other titles to grateful remem- 
brance, including his valiant leader- 
ship against the Bricker amendment 
when a misguided Senate almost suc- 
ceeded in placing intolerable restraints 
on the President’s conduct of foreign 
policy. 

If Senator Hennings could have en- 
joyed robust and unbroken health, he 
could have reached the highest position 
in Congress, and perhaps might even 
had been considered as a presidential 
candidate, Yet, he was in Washington 
long enough, and active in strenuous 
campaigns for freedom and tolerance, 
to give him a quiet acre of immortality.

‘Houston, Tex., the Democrats:

“If this type of smear con- 
tinues,”’ Klein warned, ‘‘Richard 
Nixon may have no choice but 
to discuss the tactics of our 
opponents.” 

To some political observers, 
Klein’s statement looks like a. 
trial balloon. It contains enough 
loopholes so the Vice President 
can back away from it if reac- 
tion is too unfavorable. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, if 
reaction is not severe, he could 
move to the attack. He could 
charge his opponent with plead- 
ing for tolerance while allowing 
others to work in his behalf 
allegedly to try to make political 
capitaP out of Kennedy’s Catholic 
religion.

ON SEVERAL OCCASIONS as 
he traveled through areas feel- 
ing an economic pinch, he re- 
ferred to Kennedy’s wealth. He 
told a crowd at Harrisburg that 
Kennedy has “sot alot” of 
money but it will be the tax- 
payer’s money, not hig funds, 
that will be needed to finance 
Democratic programs. 

He was very unflattering in 
his remarks at Huntingdon. He 
described Kennedy as the “kind 
of man Mr. Khrushchev will 
make mincemeat of.”’

HONG KONG, Oct. 25—Com- 
munist China has cut short the 
careers of millions of young col- 
lege graduates and students from 
technical schools in a desperate 
drive to step up the manual 
labor force on the land. 

Faced with a crisis in agricul- 
tural production, which has made 
little or no progress this year 
due to floods, drouth and bureau- 
cratic mismanagement, China 
has launched an aid to agricul- 


ture movement in which the 
youth of the country has been 
asked to play a major role. 
Jenmin Jihpao, Peiping organ 
of the Chinese Communist 
party, has called on ‘more 


young people to dedicate them- 
selves to agriculture to help 
transform China’s rural areas 
into fine and happy country- 
side,’’ according to a report by 
the Hsinhua news agency yester- 
day. 

Hsinhua said that more than 
6,000,000 young people had ‘“‘left 
their posts and joined in agri- 
cultural production.’’ Apart from 
the graduates, many of whom 
were graduated early for the 
purpose, the young farm labor- 
ers include skilled workers and 
office workers.

AS USUAL Hollywood is torn asunder by the national pres- 
idential elections. Among those working for a Nixon victory

Among those working for 
Senator Kennedy are his 
brother-in-law, Peter Law- 
ford, Frank Sinatra, Milton 
Berle, Dean Martin, Nat 
(King) Cole, Mahalia Jack- 
son, Tony Curtis, Janet 
Leigh, Jimmy Durante, 
Sammy Davis Jr., Rose- 
mary Clooney, Jo Stafford, 
Sammy Cahn, Gene Kelly 
and Mort Sahl, 

Both sides are hard at 
work enlisting stars to 
come out for the cause. 

In the absence of Mervyn 
LeRoy, the director, who 
is heading the West Coast 
Celebrities For Nixon cam- 
paign, we talked to Dick Powell about the Hollywood effort 
for Nixon. 

Powell said he felt the Hollywood people for Nixon were 
far more respectable than those who had come out for 
Kennedy. 

“We're the opposite of the Rat Pack,’ Powell said, 
referring to Sinatra’s friends. ‘‘We’ve tried to get the most 
reputable movie people. They may not be the most popular 
at the moment, but they have dignity and the right image. If I 
were working for Kennedy I would try to stay away from the 
element that is supporting him. I’m good friends with most of 
them, but I think these people hurt Kennedy by their cheap 
publicity. 

“We've called a lot of people out here and some have 
given us money but asked us not to use their names. There’s 
a great deal of pressure from talent agencies, business man- 
agers and, in the case of TV, sponsors, to keep the stars from 
indorsing a candidate. I don’t think it matters as far as the 
public is concerned and as soon as the election is over it’s 
forgotten anyway.

“I know people like Bob Hope and Jack Benny are 
for Nixon but they can’t come out for them without 
antagonizing their sponsors. 

“But I feel if the president of General Motors can 
indorse someone a movie or television star should be 
able to also. I have more respect for a personality 
who comes out for Kennedy than one who refuses to 
come out at all.” 


POWELL ESTIMATED that 50 per cent of the Hollywood 
stars had come out for a candidate and 50 per cent hadn't. 

“I don’t think movie stars affect votes,’’ Powell said, “but 
they're great for packing people in to hear a political rally.”’ 

All celebrities for Nixon are on tap to show up at rallies 
throughout the United States. Most of them make speeches 
and shake hands. 

This is, according to Peter Lawford of the Kennedy Enter- 
tainment Wing, where the Republicans and Democrats differ. 
‘“‘We have all’ the talent on our side. They’d give $400,000 just 
to get one of our people. The stars for Nixon are not enter- 
tainers. When we send our people out for Jack they entertain 
the people—and don’t bore them.”’ 

Most of the Kennedy talent has been used for fund-raising 
purposes. The trouble with lining up movie people for Ken- 
nedy, according to Mr. Lawford, was that Hollywod Democrats 
have always been very pro-Stevenson, and many were bitter 
when Stevenson didn’t get the nomination. 

‘‘But in the last few weeks,’’ Lawford said, ‘‘the Stevenson 
people are coming out for us. Unfortunately, while they were 
mad we lost a lot of time.” 


We told Lawford what Powell said about the Rat 
Pack and Lawford replied with scorn. “It’s just sour 
grapes on Powell’s part. They have no talent on their 
side so they call themselves respectable. There is no 
such thing as the Rat Pack. It was created by the 
Republican magazine owned by Henry Luce. Dick 
Powell has a Rat Pack of his own—Irene Dunne, 
Ginger Rogers, Hedda Hopper and Robert Mont- 
gomery. We’ve got the talent so our Rat Pack is 
abused.” 


THE HARDEST WORKING movie star for Kennedy is 
Frank Sinatra, who is being directed in a film now by Repub- 
lican Mervyn LeRoy. Sinatra says he’s working on LeRoy 
and it’s quite possible LeRoy will come out for Kennedy— 
that is, if LeRoy wants to get the picture finished. 

Elvis Presley hasn’t come out yet for either candidate. 
We saw Col. Parker, Presley’s personal manager, on the 
Twentieth Century-Fox lot, the other day, and asked him 
who Elvis was for. Col. Parker replied ‘‘Whoever pays the 
largest personal appearance fee.” 

Kennedy inadvertently lost one Hollywood vote recently. 

Last week Milton Berle gave a party for Kennedyites on 
the night of the third debate. Everyone agreed with everything 
Kennedy said until the Senator, replying to one question on 
taxes, said he would cut down on expense account deductions. 

At this point Irving Lazar, the agent, stared at the screen 
aghast and said ‘‘Has he gone out of his mind?”

In the days of the Hussars 
and the Washington Greys and 
the Zouaves, war was a thrill- 
ing spectacle. There were any 
numer of volunteér companies 
of soldiers competing hotly for 
prestige. From peacetime pa- 
rade and practice they marched 
off to the realities of Civil War. 
Here is their story. From “The 
Best From American Heritage.”

ON THE NIGHT OF MAY 23, 
1861, the First New York Fire 
Zouaves led the march across 
the Long Bridge, headed for 
Alexandria, Va. It was the very 
beginning of war, and the love- 
ly moonlit scene, the tramp of 
boots, and the flashing rows of 
bayonets made a lasting im- 
pression on the boys who were 
there. It was the kind of night 
to make men eager for all that 
was to come, and for none of 
them did the future seem to

hold more promise than for their 
colonel — Elmer Ephraim Ells- 
worth. 

Only 24 years old and small, 
Ellsworth was nevertheless a 
man whose soldierly bearing 
lent a look of authority and 
power to handsome features. 
President Lincoln was among 
his many admirers. 


At sunrise, when his troops 
reached Alexandri>, Ellsworth 
led a squad of ‘men to seize the 
telegraph office. On the way, 
passing the Marshall House, he 
looked up at hated Confederate 
Stars and Bars waving from an 
attic window, 


Without a moment's hesita- 
tion, he detailed several men to 
come with him into the hotel. 
Up the stairs to the attic they 
went, where Ellsworth cut down 
the banner. As he and his men 
started downstairs, Cpl. Francis 
E. Brownell caught sight of the 
hotel proprietor aiming a gun at 
them. Brownell leaped at him, 
but he was too late, and the blast 
caught Ellsworth square in the 
chest. Falling heavily down the 
stairs, he landed in a heap. As 
the first Union officer killed in 
the war, he became a hero to the 
North. 


Elisworth was a personal 
symbol of that remarkable in- 
stitution which flourished be- 
tween the 1830s and the Civil 
War—the volunteer militia com- 
pany. 

Quite a different breed than 
the ‘‘militia’’ were the uniformed 
volunteer companies, whose

members were actually amateur 
soldiers and the direct ante- 
cedents of our National Guard. 
Probably the first company of 
volunteers was the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company 
formed in Boston in 1638 (and 
still in existence). By 1750 volun- 
teer units were part of the social 
life of every colonial city. Elite 
companies formed the backbone 
of the Continental Army during 
most of its early campaigns. 


With little government help 
or interest, most volunteer

companies were primarily so- 
cial clubs. Young men had to 
pay a good deal for the priv- 
ilege of belonging. Glitter and 
polish were hallmarks of the 
volunteer uniform, and many 
an outfit tried to outdo the 
next in brilliance. Company 
names—Greys, Blues, Greens, 
Hussars, Fencibles; and the 
like — hardly give a clue to 
some of the more spectacular 
uniforms, which were: scarlet, 
black with silver trimmings 
and dark blue with orange fac- 
ings. If any institution lived up 
to George Washington’s state- 


ment that some men have |

parade,” it was the volunteer 
militia company.

was obstructed by rioters, the 
regiment chartered a steamer 
and purchased supplies ‘with 
its Own money and credit’ and 
sailed for Annapolis. 


ELLSWORTH had appeared 
on the scene several years be- 
fore that. By the time he was 
21 he had memorized the exist- 
ing drill manuals. Sometime in 
1858 he heard about the Zouaves. 

The original Zouaves were 
mountain tribesmen in Algeria. 
They dressed in oriental cos- 
tume—wide trousers, fez and 
loose jacket—and were noted 
for their ferocity in fighting. In 
the 1830s the French Army 
formed a Zouave'_ regiment. 
What undoubtedly made the 
greatest impression on El!sworth 
was the Zouaves’ discipline. 


Ellsworth wrote to France for 
books on the Zouave system, 
learned French so he could read 
them, and formed his ideas. In 
April 1859 he seized the oppor- 
tunity to revive the National 
Guard Cadets of Chicago. 


On July 4, 1859, 46 men 
dressed in exotic uniforms of 
red and gold, and blue and 
orange, marched out in front 
of Tremont House in Chicago 
and performed military drills 
which amazed all the holiday 
onlookers. It was not long . be- 
fore newspapers began to com- 
ment favorably on the strict 
code of discipline and morals 
which were such a direct re- 
flection of Ellsworth’s personal 
beliefs. 


The drill itself must have been 
a wondrous thing to behold. The 


cadets had mastered the French | 
Zouave system, and added to it | 


a modified form of the Hardee 
manual, then in common use 
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Civil war recruiting posters made appeals to 
potential recruits to join elite units—but bring

by the militia. All in all, it was 
a weird collection of move- 
ments, and there were over 
500 of them. 

Three evenings a week the 
Zouaves practiced for four or 
five hours with 23-pound knap- 
sacks, and by August had at- 
tained a degree of perfection 
that satisfied their colonel. 


In September the corps com- 


peted for the “national cham- 
pionship”’ in Chicago, and easily 
took the prize. Since only one 
other company had competed, 
this hardly constituted a nation- 
al contest, and few volunteer 
units deemed Ellsworth’s  un- 
known “prairie boys” worthy of 
the title. This brought a quick 
challenge from Ellsworth. He 
announced that the Zouaves 
would tour the East in the sum- 
mer of 1860 for the express pur- 
pose of defending the cham- 
pionship. 

The tour was a complete suc- 
cess from the start. Huge 
crowds turned out to see them, 
and no one really doubted that 
these were the champions. 


When Lincoln called for 
75,000 troops on April 15, 1861, 
Elisworth determined to raise 
the ‘first regiment recruited 
from the firemen of New York. 
In less than four days, his 
1100-man regiment was full— 
the First New York Fire 
Zouaves—and he and 10 offi- 
cers from his original Zouaves 
drilled them intensively. On 
May 7 they were mustered 
into service in Washington, 
and little more than two 
weeks later, they began their 
night march over the Long 
Bridge to Alexandria,

MY BOY drinks two or three cups of cocoa for breakfast 
daily. Lately he has been having a lot of nosebleeds. Friends 
have said not to give him cocoa because this is what causes 
the problem. They said chocolate thins the blood. Is there 
any truth to this? MRS. R.D. 


No, chocolate does not “thin the blood,” any more 
than the old-fashioned sulphur and molasses did any 
good as a “‘spring tonic.” 

In a case like this, I’d look for an area in the nose 
that is ulcerated, and the small blood vessels are close 
to the surface. I doubt that the cocoa has anything to 
do with it.

I AM 35, mother of three, and in good health. I drink 
several bottles of cola a day, but also drink a quart of milk. 
No tea or coffee. Is this harmful? K.H. 


Probably not, assuming that you aren’t overweight.

THE DEATH of Magellan 
brought deep sorrow to the sail- 


=| | ors and officers of his fleet. They 
|| left the islands and sailed south- 


| ward, after burning one of the 


_ vessels in the fleet because too 


few men were left to manage the 
| Sails. 

The two remaining vessels 
reached the Spice Islands. The 
natives of these islands gave 
them spices (chiefly cloves and 
nutmegs) in exchange for mir- 
rors, knives, combs, bells and 
ribbons. 

When the Spaniards were 
about to leave the Spice Islands, 
one vessel, the ‘Trinidad,”’ 
sprang a leak. Two days were 
spent in trying to make repairs, 
but it Was seen that this would 
be a long task. 

To take advantage of good 
winds, the “Victoria’’ left the 
Spice Islands. The ‘Trinidad’ 
_and her crew were to follow as 
| soon as possible. 
| Under command of a captain 
_known as Del Cano, the ‘“Vic- 
'toria’? managed to sail across 
the Indian Ocean, around south-

ern Africa and northward on the 
Atlantic to Spain. This was the 
first vessel to make a complete 
journey around the. globe. 

The “Trinidad” never did get 
back to Spain, but some of her 
sailors returned on other craft 
in later years. 


There is an interesting point 
which I should™take up before 
we complete this series. Magel- 
lan died when he was only half 
way on his round-the-world trip, 
but in another method of figur- 
ing he did journey around the 
globe. 

A few years before Magellan 
started on his greatest adven- 
ture, he had made a trip from 
Europe to the Spice Islands, He 
reached a point east of the lon- 
gitude of the island on which he 
died. 

If we count his travels from 
the Spice Islands back to Europe, 
then westward around South 
America to the Philippines, we 
see that he did go clear around 
the globe, measuring by longl- 
tudes.
